Upou getting into ‘the chops 
of the’channel the Nizam encountered a 
gale from the S. W. “On Feb.’ 10 the gale 
increased to a hurricane; and the vessel was 
put half-spevd’ in -the. tertific cross sea that 
was running. ‘The'steamer frequently ship- 
ped large quantitics of water, which penc- 
trated the stokehole; and about, . eleven. 
o'clock at night Ja terrific wavd carried six 


opium, which must-put to silenge any -cavil 
raised on” the..ground of the Prince. of

THE CUSTOMS MEDICAL REPORTS. 
We aré in receipt of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs Medical Reports for:the half 
year ended 30th September, 1880, (20th 
issue) which are of considerable: intorest.- 
There are in all ten documents of more or 
less importance to the general public or to 
professional mer, Wo shall, deat with 
them only so far aa they are of interest to 
the general reader. _ 
; “AMON: : 

Tho Report, by Dr P, Manson on tho 
health of Amoy for the half year ended on 
the above-given date, shows that from the 
23rd November. 1879 till the 20th July 
1880 there was no death in the foreign 
-community ; from the latter date till the 
end of September there~have-beon_seyen_ 
deaths. With the exception of an epidemic 
of feyer, the general health, a8 far as 
climatic disease of local origin is concerned, 
has been fairly good. ee 

Dr Manson also-gives some particulars of 
an epidemic of continued fever. There was 
nothing like a general epidemic he says ; it 
was of a very circumscribed character, as 
for as he could asccrtain, among the 
Chinese ; but out of the small number of 
forcigners residing on. Kulangsn, six were 
attacked, Undoubtedly many more Chinese 
had the disease than those, whose . cases 
passed under his own observation—six in 
number,—but with them the malady seemed 
to be Limited to a particular grotip ‘of 
houses, This group of houses, ‘he oxplains, 
is situated at the foot of a hill, and on the 
margin of s string of paddy fields, - There 
are many wells along the margin of the 
paddy land, and rs they lie low, without 
any particular appliance to keep out surface 
water, these wells must be filled with garbage 
after every shower of rain. Theysupply water 
to several washermen, and probably eke ont 

yxicld of milk’ from the many butlalocs 
stabled near them, “aid” from~-whieh-- 
of the milk supply of foreignera comes. 
Preceding the outbreak of the epidemic 
among foreigners there wag some. . very 
rainy, weather, and it ia a curious circum- 
stance that all-the foreigners affected ob- 
tained their milk from milkmew living in 
the vicinity of these wells while the greater 
part.of the foreign community is supplied 
froin another dairy, situated some distance 
my Chineso house, and about a mile 
away froin the focus of the epidemic. “The 
doctor mentions this fact:nbout the milk 
supply as significant, but does not necessa- 
tily--associnte-it with the sickness amon; 
foreigners ns cause and effect. The usu 
autumnal epidemic of malarial fevers, which 
was very severe, did not begin till the mid- 
die or end of September. . With regurd to 
the suggestion about the inhabitants of this 
articular group of houses imbibing their 
isease along with the water froma foul, 
well--near. which they live,-~Dr Manson 
‘continues that:in his report: for the year
